settlers, who are saved all the trouble of 
journeying to town to relieve themselves 
of surplus money or to procure change. 
It is not difficult, however, to see that 
the New Zealanders are not properly ed- 
ucated in the matter of train robbery.—

THE STATE BOAKD OF ASSESSORS 


The act of the Legislature creating 


Stnto Board of Assessors and Equalization 
i-i dreaded by the people of Nevada, though 
it IB probable that thU ymr at Uast thei 
fears will prove groundless. 
While the 


act authorizes (he Board to modify tbe as 
sessment of an indivi Itial or count; sue 
empowers it to asge<M nil railroads wiibin 
the State, utterly ignoring in t'aat respec 
County Assessors aad County Boards o 
Equalization, it is not likely that tbe State 
Bcmrd will revolutionize the old order o 
things and permit prejad ce or partiality t 
govern its notions. 


The members of the Boar.! are aware of 


the popular prejudice against tbe net 
This prejudice, the JOURNAL is assured by 
reliable persons, was shared by the Gov- 
ernor at the time of its passage, though for 
some reason or other he did not veto it 
Under such ciroumatarjcas it is but reason 
able to suppose that no fligraut outrage 
will be perpetrated in increasing tha as- 
sessment of individuals and reducing thi 
assessment of railroads. 


The most objectionable feature of the ac 


is that it places it in the power of three 
persons—a majority of the Board—from 
whose decision there is no appeal, to fir the 
valuation for taxable purposes of a larga 
proportion of the assessable property of 
the State. 


GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 


A census of the German Empire was 


taken in December, 1890. 
The returns 


have b-»en sufficiently computed to warratl 
the announcement that the toUl popula- 
tion, exclusive of the island of Heligoland, 
•which woa ceded to Germany by Great 
Britain last year, was 49,420,842, as against 
46,855,704, in 1885, showing an increase in 
five years of nearly 5.5 per cent. Prussia 
has a little more than three-fifths of the 
total population of Germany, tbe icorease 
in five years being 5.8 per cent. 


The census of the countries and prov- 


inces included in the Austrian portion of 
the Empire of Anstro-Eungary, was also 
taken last December, sod it shows a popu 
lation of 25,865,261, as against ai.HO.2ii 
in 1S80, an increase in ten years of 7.3 per 
cent. 


The population of Hungary, which ia 


part of the Empire of Austria, ia nrt 
given, but that of the whole Empire is en 
timated at 43,000,000, being about 0,000,- 
000 less than Germany. 


The inhabitants of Austria comprise ten 


nationalities, each having a language of its 
own end foreign to the others. 
Several of 


those nationalities have a natural dislike 
for each other, which makes Austria one of 
the weakest nations in Europe. 


THE DENVER CONGRESS. 


A Commerciul Congress to he composed 


of delegates west of the Mississippi is to 
be held at Denver, Colorado, May 19th. 
Governor Coloord has designated fonrtenn 
gentlemen, one from each county, to rep- 
resent Nevada in the Congress. It is to be 
hoped that they will attend, if for no other 
purpose than to show the East what the 
people of the far West want It is not 
probable, however, that tbe Convention 
will accomplish much more than 
that 


whioh recently assembled at Kansas City, 
The call for the Denver Congress Bays it 
will be non-political. The resolution of 
tbe Kansas Legislature calling the Con- 
vention at Kansas City made a like state- 
ment, but the moment the Committee on 
Besolutiohs in that body reported in favor 
of free coinage and the equalization of 
tariff 
duties the 
opponents 
of these 


measures, who were in the majority, with- 
drew from tbe Convention. 


Possibly the Denver Convention may be 


unanimously in favor of free coinage, and 
might not object to certain modifications 
In the tariff, but that is hardly to be ex- 
pected from a body in which men with 
political aspiration will do the greater part 
of the talking.

TUK FAHRUMP MINES. 


Items of Interest from the New -Camp, 


C. R. Glass, formerly of the United 


States Surveyor General's Office' here, 
arrived yjsUrdny from the new mines in 
the Southern part of Kye county. These 
mines were discovered early last Winter by 
George Montgomery, who left San Andreas, 
California, with a party of five prospectors, 
fully equipped, to prospect southwestern 
Nevada and search for the mythical Brey- 
fogle mine. 


In the northwest end of the Washing- 


ton Mountains, which skirl; one side of the 
Pah rump Valley, the party 
discovered 


gold bearing quartz. Tbey located several 
leads, some of whioh contain galena and 
silver bearing ores, but all rich in gold. 
The ledges are from five to ten feet wide 
and tbe mineral belt in which the ledges 
are situated is at leput BIX miles long and 
trom one to two miles wide. 


A new district, named Montgomery in 


honor of the discoverer, has been organ- 
ized, and when Mr. Glass left there were 
about 100 men and one woman in the 
camp. 
Water is carried in canvass bags, 


packed on donkeya' backs, four mites from 
the nearest spring". Nat pine timber, 
good for fuel, is abundant within four or 
five miles of the mines, and white pine, 
suitable for timber, abounds about twenty 
miles from Montgomery. The nearest post- 
office is Ivaopah, California, 80 miles 
away, but a postoffioe will be established 
at Montgomery in a few weebs. 


Much of the agricultural land in Pah- 


rump Valley has been taken up by Gal- 
fornians under the land lawa of Nevada, 
but there ia plenty of timber land to be 
bad at the Government price, $1 25 per 
acre. 


Mr. Glass intends to leave for Montgom- 


ery immediately, and will furnish informa- 
tion relative to timber lands to those desir- 
ing it. His address will be Montgomery* 
Nye county, Nevacln.

be supercededby the Revenue laws of 1801, 
provided for the payment ot a portion of 
the salaries of the Assessor8,TreaBurers and 
Auditors ot the State out of the State tax, 
or rather out of the State Treasury.

der that law sevt-ral thousand dollars of the 
expense of collecting the State's money by 
the various county officers was borne by 
the State. By an examination of the new 
Revenue laws, it appears that now all the 
salaries of these officers must be paid out 
of the county money, thus the various 
counties are compelled to levy, assess, col- 
lect and safely care for, the State's money, 
pay for the same and receive no compensa- 
tion from the State therefor.
